The Beef Trust and the Teriff. 

The present packing house strike 
and the exorbitant price of packing 
house products, whigh has no con- 
nection with the strike, since it has 
victimized the consumer for a number

The men who grow steers for the pack- 
ing house ootapus are getting the 
protection that the wolf gives the 
lamb. Having the steers ready for 
market, they must market them. 80 
they are loaded and shipped to the 
great stock yards of the abattoir kings 
and sold with absolutely no competi- 
tion in the bidding. This means, of 
course, that the trust has its buying 
pool as well as its selling pool. The 
price offered is so low that the quon- 
dam cattle king feels ashamed to take 
the money, which he does, however, 
with‘strong language. He can take it 
or load his weight-losing herd again 
for the thousand-mile roll back to the 
home range. The beef trust gets its 
stock on the hoof at its own price and 
sells it from cold storage at its own 
price. It’s on the “heads I win, tails 
you lose” principle. It is a surer thing 
than the shell game. 

So much for the fallen cattle king, 
who is growing lean of pocket waiting 
for the administration trust-busters to 
get in their benign work. If a demo- 
cratic change doesn’t sooy save him he 
will have to quit the business in dis- 
gust. As for the consumer, he is lean 
of stomach as well as of pocket. In 
the good old days—perhaps along 
about the “panic of ’93,” when “prosr- 
perity” was unknown---he ate porter- 
house and tenderloin, and plenty of it; 
but today, alas! it is chuck and ham- 
burger, with round Sundays. The 
average American household has felt 
a dearth of meat or a decline in the 
quality of the meat consumed, if un- 
able to pay for the quantity and quali- 
ty of other days. It has been hard on 
the most of us, and it has left the 
“full dinner pail” as empty and hol- 
low as the Ohicago platform. 

The tariff duty of 2 cents a-pound on 
imported meat is there to “protect” 
the packing houses in their predatory 
business. The English folk eat more 
poe and mutton than we: Americans, 
and they pay less for it, akhough the 
tight little island has.to import most 
of its meat Why? Simply 
because there is nq British tariff 
against meat products. There are 
great herds and great packing houses 
in Argentinaand-Australia. They ship 
their output to England in competi- 
tion with the American packing house 
trust. Does the American packing 
house trust get as much for its prod- 
ucts in London as in New York? Nay, 
gentle Brutus, no more ,than does the 
American agricultural implement trust 
or the American steel trust. It mulcts 
the home consumer for all he will buy 


to be in the glorigus interest of “pro- 
tection.” Scratch the tariff and you 
will find a trust. (Abolish the tariff 
on trust products and you give the 
trust what is needed to make legiti- 
mate corporations—competition. 

Let the American beef-eaters rumi- 
nate on this patent truth while he is 
struggling with his soleleather chuck.

THE NEGRO IN PHILADELPHIA. 
(From The Philadelphia North American.) 

Awaiting trial in the August term of 
quarter sessions court are twice as many 
alleged offenders as were tried during the 
June session. 

our-fifths of the whole number await- 
ing trial or under indictment for minor 
offenses are negroes. 

During the ten days from July 5 to 15, 
when the court closed to reopen August I, 
142 cases of assault, highway robbery and 
similar crimes were disposed of. Wighty 
concerned were negro offenders. 

Of 222 cases tried in June, forty-seven 
were ,aggravated assault and robbery 
charged against black men. In addition 
there was a larger number of minor of- 
fenses, carrying the total of crimes by 
negroes of the community to a figure out 
of all proportion to the race’s population. 

Next to Washington, Philadelphia has 
the largest negro population of any city 
in the country. It has grown enormously 
during the last quarter century, having 
almost quadrupled. Crime among the ne- 
groes here has exceeded proportionately 
the inerease of the black population. 

The present negro population of the city 
is between 70,000 and 80,000, while the 
total population is about | ,400,000. 

Five of the eight murderers convicted 
and under sentence of death in Moyamen- 
sing prison are negroes. 

Records of the Moyamensing prison, 
Holmesburg and the eastern penitentiary 
show that at the end of 1903 there were 
in those prisons 757 white prisoners and 
362 negroes. The records of quarter ses- 
sions court No. | show that more than 
nine-tenths of the persons tried for high- 
way robbery were negroes, and more than 
seven-tenths of the assault cases were 
committed by bieaks. The same propor- 
tion applies to homicide cases. 

In 1903 the number of arrests in this 
city for all kinds of offenses was 81,174. 
Of that number 64 per cent were of ne- 
groes. 

For the September term of court more 
than elght-tenths of the indictments are 
against negroes. 


The Peril of the Countryside. 
(From The Philadelphia Press.) 

The attack made upon a young woman 
of the suburban town of Lansdowne on 
Wednesday by two negro highwaymen 
is all the more distufbing because it can- 
not be said-to be startling. These offenses 
have become common. The lange negro 
immigration to this portion of Pennsylva- 
nia has brought with it many men of a 
lawless type. It is true that some of the 
worst cases of negro lawlessness have 
been committed by men with no clearly 
proven southern antecedents. Neverthe- 
less, it is certain that with the increase 
of negro population crimes of violence 


er proportion, 

Here in the city purse snatching from 
women by daring and swift-footed young 
negroes is in the winter time of frequent 
occurrence. The country roads around 
Philadelphia are no loniger safe for wom- 
en after early dusk. The presence of 
houseg in the vicinity is no protection if 
the street happens to be at the time 
comparatively deserted. For robbery from 
the person these rufflans seem to be al- 
ways ready and willing to take great 
risks. If the opportunity serves they do 
not shrink from criminal assault. The 
assailants of Mrs. Biddle committed their 
werst crime as an after-thought—robhery 
was the motive which drew them to the 
place. There are attempted robberies 
and assaults which are happily thwarted, 
They are not all reported, but they keep 
the countryside which is exposed to them 
in-a condition of terror. .They curtail 
the natural and desired liberty of move- 
ment of women and girls. They rob the 
country of much of its charm by the fear 
which they create. They are an awful me- 
nace to the security of the community 
and have created a condition of things 
which demands much more. effective 
treatment than anything now provided. 

The city streets are none too safe, but 
those who attempt crimes as well as 
those who count them are very apt to 
be caught there. Minor crimes and at- 
tempted crimes committed in the country 
under cover of darkness usually go un- 
punished. The gravest crimes too fre- 
quently are committed with entire impu- 
nity. The naked, defenseless condition 
of the country invites criminals and sug- 
gests crime. What city would dare to 
dispense with its police force for a single 
day, yet the thickly populated country 
districts do without any efficient organ- 
ized constabulary at all times. We are 
continuing the primitive conditions of a 
sumpler age when they are no longer ap- 
plicable or efficient for the comme de- 
fense. 

Our laws are lax as well. The penal- 
ities for the crimes that now terrorize the 
countryside are inadequate. Short of 
murder the punishment is only impris- 
onment, usually for a brief period, made 
very much briefer by the system of com- 
mutation Tor good conduct. The next 
legislature should take this matter up 
as the most serious problem before the 
state. We hope the governor ig noting 
this class of crimes and gathering data 
in regard to them with the view of rec- 
ommending to the legislature the enact- 
ment of daws that will bring greater se- 
curity to the country districts of the 
state,

1896, and of the appellate division in 
1896-1897. Judge Parker was born in 
1852, and from the time he was thirty- 
three years old, he has always occupied 
a judicial position, progressing from 
one court to another until] he reached 
the top in his forty-sixth year. 

Judge Parker’s decisions as chief jus- 
tice of the court of appeaJs run through 
the last twenty-five volumes of the New 
York reports and bis friends and admir- 
ers point to them as models of judicial 
learning, profound knowledge and sound 
logic. While there are no “Dartmouth 
college cases” that can be cited as the 
leading exponents of great constitution- 
al principles, they are lucid and read 
easily. Judge Parker has six associates 
on the court of appeals bench and he 


has in many important cases been in the, 


minority, fiing vigorous dissenting opin- 
ions, 

In 1897 the New York legislature pass- 
ed what is known as the “labor law,” 
which was, in general effect, a codifica- 
tion of the salient features of fifty 
laws enacted at various times from 1870, 
It defines a legal day’s work; regulates 
the wages on public works,, the number 
of hours that constitute a day’s work in 
various industries and the method of pay~- 
ing wages to employees in certain em- 
ployments; it provides for the preference 
in employment of certain persons in pub- 
lic works; it recognizes and protects 
labels. brands and devices used by la- 


4bor organizations; it has provisions for 


the safety and comfort of employees 
in factories and on buildings in cities. 
Since this law went into effect it has 
been before the court of appeals many 
times for interpretation of its provisions, 
and the section that has given rise to, 
perhaps, the greatest controversy, both 
in and out of the courts, is section 53, 
frequently referred to as the “eight-hour 
law.” ot “the prevailing rate of wages 
law.’ This séction first came before 
the court of appeals for review in the 
Rodgers case, 166 N. Y., }. Rodgers’ 
contract with the city of New York 
for grading a certain street contained 
a provision that the contractor would 


pay his workmen not less than the pre-. 


vaiing wages in the locality, as required 
by the provisions of the labor law. 
When the contract was completed the 
comptroller of the city refused to deliver 
a warrant for the amount due because 
the contractor had not in all cases paid 
the prevailing rate of wages to his em- 
ployees.. The court of appeals held 
the labor law, so far ag it relates to 
such a case, to be unconstitutional, for 
the following reasons: First, Because 
in its actual operation it permits and 
requires the expenditure of the money of 
the city or that of the local property 
owner for other than city purposes; 
second, because it invades rights of lib- 
erty and property in that it denies to 
the city and contractors the right to 
agreo with their employees upon the 
measure of their compensation and com- 
pels them in al] cases to pay an arbi- 
trary and unfform rate which is 
expressed in vague language, difficult 
to define or ascertain and subject to ar- 
tificial causes; third, because it virtual- 
ly confiscates all property rights of the 
contractor under his contract for breach 
of his engagement to obey the stat- 
ute. 

The court wag not unanimous in its 
decision, standing 4 to 2, and Judge 
Parker, in a dissenting opinion combat- 
ting the contentions of the majority on 
all points, said, in part: ? 

“Terms might be imposed which would 
be wise or very foolish for both the 
state and the contractor, in the esti- 
mation of the latter; but it is the pro- 
prietor’s right to be unwise if he so 
wills, in which. respect the state is, per- 
haps, both in theory and practice, on an 
equality , with its citizens. Tho pre- 
vision in'the contract requiring in effect 
that he should pay the going ~— 
would, of course, interfere with his- lib- 
erty to hire men for lower wages. So 
@ provision that he must use qa certain 
brand of cement which is no better and 
costs more than other brands would in- 
teffere with his liberty to buy = first- 
class cement at a lower price than the 
brand named. A provision that some or 
all of the figure work cut out of stone 
should be done by workmen from Italy, 
would, perhaps, interfere with the em- 
ployment at lesg expense of men Of equal 
or greater skill at home who oould do 
equally good or better work, and to 
that extent his liberty to so contract as 
to make a greater profit for himgelf. 
without injury to the prdéprietor, would 
be interfered with; but it is interfered 
with only because he assents to the pro- 
prietor’s wishes and contracts that it 
ehall be so, and hence his liberty ts not 
interfered with at all within the mean- 
ing of the constitution; for he has sol- 
emnly covenanted in his agreemnt that 
e shall not be at Hberty to do anythin 
n the courge of the ~erformance o 
the contract that shall be contrary to 
the wishes of the proprietor, as express 
ed ‘in the written contract.” 

In 1896 the so-called ‘convict-made 
goods Jabel act”’ was passed in New York. 
It required al] goods made by convict 
labor in any penal institution to be la- 
beled “convict made’’ before being sold 
or exposed for sale within the state. The 
law was undoubtedly aimed at convict- 
made goods of other states, since the 
products of convict labor of New York 
could not under a constitutional provision 
incorporating it into the organic law of 
the state im 1894, be placed upon the 
market in New York. In the case of the 
People v. Hawkins, 167 N. Y. |, this 
law was held by the court of appeals to 
be unconstitutional, because it was an 


jattémpt to regulate interstate commerce 


and thus violative of the commerce 
clause of the federal constitution. 

Judge Parker again could not agree 
with the majority of his associates and 
in a dissenting opinion he states what 
he believed to be the true purpose of 
the lay in the following words: 

“The statute neither prohibits nor at- 
tempts to prohibit other states or citi-

At least two more days of the time of 
the house will be oo sumed in considera- 
tion of the general appropriations bill. 
There is a good deal of oratory yet to 
be heard on the question of appropria- 
tions to the common schools, though in- 
dications are that it is extremely doubt- 
ful if it will result in anything being 
g@fded to the school appropriation. So 
far there have been about as many 
gpeeches against as in favor of increas- 
ing this fund, and the house seems rather 


evenly divided 

Up to the present time, however, the 
eommittee report has been sustained in 
every particular No appropriation rec- 
ommended by the committee has been 
reduced, mor has any been 
The committee has left the common 
gchool fund, or rather that portion of 
taxation, at 
$800,000, the same as the schools have 
received for the last four years, and 
through its chairman, Hon. Charles L. 
Davis, of Meriwether, has presented 
figures to show that the school fund 
from all sources for 1905, as the result 
of a large increase in the receipts from 
convicts, will be more than $110,000 


Jerger than ever before. 

Now the counties which took convicts 
for work on their public roads instead 
of a share in the proceeds from convicts 
for public schools, are, in many instances, 
anxious to overcome this loss to thelr 
schoo! funds, and some of these are 
joud in demanding an increase. Those 
who oppose appropriations for almost 
every other purpose are strongest in ad- 
vocating an increase in this fund, and 
most of them want to make it $/,000,000. 

The flow of oratory will be resumed 
when the house takes up the bill again 
this morning, and strong appeals will 
be made to the sentiment of the mem- 
bers in behalf of the school children of 
the state. Perhaps more interest cénters 
in the action of the general assembly 
on this subject than on any other in 
the general appropriations bill. The out- 
come of the fight that is still waging in 
that body, therefore, will be watched 
With a great deal of interest. 

Fight By Mr. Hall. 

The only other feature of the general 
appropriations bill which is expected to 
bring forth any extended discussion is 
that relating to the state agricultural 
department. There is a law which re- 
quires that $10,000 be appropriated an- 
hually to this department for maljlnte- 
hance and expenses. Mr. Hall, of Bibb,

he realizes that the law requires that 


it be made, but he will seek to have the 


law so amended as to make it practi- 
tally useless to the department. Mr. 
Hall holds that the agricultural depart- 
ment by law is entitled to only one clerk 
at a salary of $1,200 a year. The de- 
partment has a force of four or five 
clerks, including the assistant commis- 
sioner of agriculture, whose salaries are 
paid out of this maintenance fund. All 
but one of these employees are retained 
illegaliy, Mr. Hall-says, and while he 
realizes that more than one clerk is 
needed in the department, he wants them 
all cut off until a law is passed au- 
thorizing the employment of extra clerks. 
The attorney general and others digagree 
with Mr. Hall, holding that the $10,000 
48 appropriated to pay the necessary ex- 
Péenses of the department, and that a 
Sufficient force of clerks to conduct the 
business of the department is one of the 
hecessary expenses. It is not expected 
that any change will be made in the 
Slatus of the appropriation.

ders. There is also a resolution by Mr. 
Calvin, of Richmond, providing that when 
the present special orders are disposed of, 
the house shall take up the calendar and 
proceed to act upon all measures in their 
regular order. The passage of this reso- 
lution would mean that all bills and 
resolutions would have to be taken up 
in their numerical order, so that those 
with the lowest numbers would stand the 
best chance of receiving consideration. 

Bome twenty or thirty resolutions fixing 
special orders have been yoted down with- 
in the l§st ten days, and the house does 
not seem inclined to gtve preference to 
any more measures. Several resolutions 
fixing constitutional amendments already 
passed on by the senate, as spectal orders 
for tomorrow morning, were among those 
defeated. Unless the proposed constitu- 
tional amendments are finally passed by 
the house on Wednesday of this week, it 
will be too late to act on them in time 
to submit them to the people for the 
October election, and they will have to go 
over for two years. The reagon of this 
is that the law requires that they be ad- 
vertised for sixty days before being sub- 
mitted to the people, and in order to 
give time for advertising these laws will 
have to go to the governor not later 
than Wednesday. Among these constitu- 
tiona] amendments are those giving jus- 
tices of the peace jurisdiction in trover 
cases’ where the amount involved does 
not exceed $!00 and another provides 
that the legislature may exeempt cer- 
tain property of religious and educational 
institutions from taxation. If these are 
to be passed on by the people this year 
the house must act on them within the 
next three days. . 

One of the measures which it has. been 
sought to make a special order is the 
pure food bill, which has received a prac- 
tically unanimous report from the com- 
mittee on general] agriculture. So far this 
has been voted down, but further efforts 
will be made to get it up, and there is a 
large element in favor of some legislation 
on this line. 

The state reformatory ill has met the 
Same fate so far, but it also has many 
Warm supporters who are seeking to get 
‘it to the front. This measure would re- 
@sult in an interesting discussion if it 
‘could be gotten up.

The most exciting event that 
is promised in the senate this week is 
the consideration of the Australian bal- 
lot bill, which is the special order for to- 
morrow morning. If is generally believed 
that the senate will not pass this meas- 
ure without maKing some radical change 
in it, as it came from the house. The 
committee has reported it back to the 
senate by substitute, but the substitute is 
nothing more than a bill to make it a 
misdemeanor to buy or sell a vots in a 
primary election with several new feat- 
ures pertaining to that crime looking to 
making conviction more certain. The 
substitute will be urged by those who 
_do not want the Australian ballot pill in 
|}any shape. On the other hand there will 
be many who will vote for the Australian 
ballot in some modified form, probably 
making it apply only to primary elections. 
This would eliminate such objectiong to 
the measure ag are raised by the south 
Georgia counties in which there is a 
fear of negro influence in politics if the 
Australian bil] should be made to apply 
to all elections. 

The Hall ‘‘tax assessor’’ bill will also 
be reported to the senate and be put on 
itg passage during the week. It is prob- 
able that considerable changes will be 
made in this bill or perhaps a substittute 
reported by the general judiciary com- 
mitte, which committee, jt is generally 
thought, favors making the assessor plan 
uniform in every county in the state. 

Another important measute is that re- 
quiring railroads to equip fial cars used 
tor hauling lumber with standards and 
supports. Thig bili hag been fully con- 
sidered by the senate committee on ral- 
roads. which has adopted a substitute 
providing that the shipper shall equip 
the car at his own expense, buy the 
weight of this equipment, not to exceed 
L500 pounds, shali be deducted trom the 
treight. 

The Hah pill to require all ratiroads do- 
ing business in Georgia to incorporate 
will probably receive an adverse report, 
as the committee, it is thought, has 
about reached the conclusion that the 
measure would not affect railroadg in- 
corporated im other states and having 
vested rights in Georgie, but would ali- 
fecy domestic nalrow gauge roads not 
operated under charters. 

Several other bills of lesser importance 
are pending before committees, among 
them being on eor two jocal measures, 
upon which the communities concerned 
are divided, notably the Marietta city 
charte bill, during the debate on which 
Judge Gober and Hon. Moultrie Sessions 
used such strong language in the com- 
mittee on corporations recently, 

There is not much else before the 
senate this week, with the exception of 
numerous local bills, which were passed 
by the house on Friday. Later in the_ 
week the house will send over the gen- 
eral a tions bill and the senate 
will go to work in earnest.

Telegraphic advices from President Hil- 
ton, of the St. Louis Association of Gen- 
eral Passenger and Ticket Agents, state 
that in a raid made on five ticket scalp- 
ers’ offices in St. Louis Friday night 
last, under direction of Joint Agent Nor- 
ton, of the St. Louls terminal Hines, the 
return portions of over seven hundred 
worki’s fair and other excursion tickets 
were confiscated. This in the face of the 
fact that the St. Louis scalpers had been 
enjoined by one of the United States cir- 
cult judges of Missouri from handling 
world’s fair tickets at all. 

Ticket Scalper Edward J. Gildersleeve 
was on Friday last sentenced to sixty 
days in jail and to pay $300 fine for viola- 
tion of the court's injunction, this being 
Scalper Gildersleeve’s third offense. Tick- 
et Scalper Schuwbach was sentenced to ten 
days in jail and to pay a fine of $200. 

Advices indicate that St. Louis is in- 
fested with a perfect hoard of crooked 
ticket scalpers from all sections of the 
country. Passengers who have attempted 
to use tickets purchased of these scalp- 
ers, upon being challenged and having 
tickets in names other than their own 
taken away from them by the railroad 
officials, have, upon returning to the 
scalpers for their money, been accused of 
being spotters for the railroads and in a 
few instances have been assaulted and 
thrown into the alleys to get out the 
best way they could.

- Subject: “The Lost Son or the 
Welcome of Redemptive Love.” 
Text: Luke 15:11-32. 


Probably no story in all the world is so 
well known as the parable of the Prodigal 
Son, and certainly no one is so dear to 
the hungry-hearted world. If only one 
chapter from the entire Bible could be 
Bavéd to each individual, half of us would 
unhesitatingly hold on to the fifteenth 
chapter of Luke. And if only one parable 
of the three could be fetained, we would 
select this ‘‘peari of all the parables.” 

It has sometimes been called ‘Jesus’ 
Version of Man’s Fall and Restoration.” 
It is the gospel in epitome. It tells of 
sin, repentance, conversion and regener- 
ation. “It is the story of an infinite law 
of love at the heart of the universe,— 
that is, the center of theology; a world 
that permits moral alienation through the 
free will of man,--that is the probiem ol 
philosophy; ‘he came to hjmself’—that is 
the heart of ethics: ‘I will go to my fath- 
er’—that is the soul of religion.’’ 

It resembles the two preceding parables 
in that it rebukes the cold, cynical, self- 
r.zhteousness of the Scribes and Phari- 
sees who found fault with the Master 
for eating with publicans and sinners, 
and in ta description of joy that is pro- 
duced by the finding of things lost, 

It differs from them in its greater 
length, its ‘“‘multiplicity 
and pathetic details," and in making the 
restorat'on depend upon the volition of 
the thing lost. The first two show us the 


picture wholly from the divine side, while | 


the third shows us, in addition, the hu- 
man ‘side. When properly understood, 
these are not so much two different things 
as they are different views of the same 
thing.

And Force Montgomery and 
Shreveport Out of 
League. 


There has been a good deal said of 
late concerning the poor drawing power 
of Montgomery and Shreveport and the 
possibility of transferring the franchises 
in the Southern League from these two 
cities to others where baseball is better 
appreciated. 

This idea was advanced in The Con- 
stitution some time ago and brought 
forth a vigorous protest from the South 
Atlantic clubs, who are now doing a 
thriving business in the smaller league, 
and state that they prefer to remain in 
their’ present company than to become 
members of the Southern League. 

There are others who affect to believe 
that it will be impossible for the South- 
ern League to transfer the franchises 
of any towns from that city to another 
without the consent of the owner of the 
franchise in the city which is to he de- 
prived of the Southern League baseball. 

In a measure this is true, but in a 
measure only. 

There are many ways of effecting a 
purpose in this world, and when one way 
of getting at a thing won’t work, another 
way may do better. 

The most probable method to ba adopt- 
ed for ridding this league of non-paying 
clubs will be attack on the pocket books 
of the owners of the clubs. 

At present there is.a guarantee clause 
in the constitution of the league which 
gives the visiting club the sum of $75 
for every game played regardless of the 
size of the crowd attending the contest. 

Suppose this guarantee fund was raised 
at one clip from $75 to $125 or more. 
How many of the present clubs in this 
league running baseball] as a pleasure 
would stand for the drain on the pocket 
books of the owners. 

To raise this guarantee fund requires 
only a majority vote, not a three-fourths 
vote, and {ft will be an easy matter to 
obtain a majority vote if this change ts 
deemed necessary.

At every race he drew immense crowds 
and lost but one race while in Burope, 
and this Joss was due to the faulty con- 
dition of-his motor and not to his own 
riding. 

Saturday night as he was leaving At 
lanta, actompanied by Franz Hoffman, 
his pacemaker, he was asked about his 
trip to Europe. 

“T will race at Charles River track 
Tuesday night, the weather permitting,” 
said he.

“Thursday I go abroad for fourteen 
races against the cracks of all Europe. 
I will race in Leipzic, in Dresden, in 
Paris, on the Buffalo track and on many 
other tracks in Germany. 

“YT will have the same opponents that 
I met on my first trip to Europe. Hall 
is still left ready to give me a race.

“Tl am scheduled to -hegin racing in 
Europe August 14,.and my racing yéar 
in that country will end on November I.

“Over there in Europe the tracks are 
bigger and the distance of @ race longer 
than here in Atlanta. A race will go 
over there as much as twenty-five or 
thirty” miles, and in this_time a mder 
will get tired very quitKly. About the 
time that he has passed the 20-mile limit 
he will be going around at a walk. 

‘Thus it has often happened that my 
wheel went wrong, and still I would win 
the race.

“I will be back in America in time 
for the six-day race In New York.

RAPE CULTURE.

Can you tell me the caus 0 
and what will kill it? 

Answer—The parasite infesting your lu- 
cerne plants is the well known ‘love 
vine,’’ op “®Wodder,’’ the scientific name 
of which is cuscuta, and there are sev~- 
eral species of the genus, one of which 
was introduced with lucerne when ths 
latter was brought from South America 
to California. The dodder produces seed 
abundantly. These seed germinate in the 
soil; the stems grow up and take hold of 
the lucerne or other suitable plants, and 
then let loose the ground and continue 
to grow and reproduce seeds on the host 
plants. It may. be utterly destroyed by 
mowing down the plants on which it is 
growing before the seeds have matured. 


To make sure, remove the mown plants 
from the field. I have had more or ies9 
of it in every patch of lucerne that I 
have sown for over forty years, but have 
hag no trouble whatever in getting rid 
of it dg above directed.
